ORGANIZATION 


HOW  THE  153d  REGIMENT    WAS  CALLED  INTO  BEING. 


When,  in  the  latter  part  of  July  or  forepart  of  August,  I861J,  the 
President  of  the  United  States  issued  a  call  for  three  hundred  tl 
sand  troops,  in  addition  to  those  previously  called   for,  it  sooj 
evident  that   tie:   quota   of  N   .  hampton   county  could  nut  be   1 
without  some  extra  efforts  on  the  part  of  her  citizens.     Meetings  were 
accordingly  called,  "ways  and  means  devised  to  offer  additional  bounties 
to  those  willing  to  embark  in  the  enterprise,  and  in   less   than   r  ■  . ■  ■ 
weeks  from  the  time  the  question  of  raising  a  ret  imeni  of  volui 
in  lieu  of  the  draft,  had  first  h  :n  agitated,  the  regiment,  numl 
991    men,  was   ready  to   march.     Here   was   success    unpre 
The  bounties  offered  in  the  different  rural  districts  varied  betwe  u  fifty 
and  one  hundred  dollars,  besides  which  the  county  had  agreed  to  ; 
fifty  dollars  additional  to  each  volunteer. 

Now  large  as  these  (the  bounties  to  be  paid)  may  then  have    ap- 
peared they  were  not  the  only  inducements  that  caused  aieu  to  e  h  hi  1 
the  quiet,  peaceful  pursuits  of  home  for  the,  to  say  the  least.  -  1 
and  ;:r  no  time  very  agreeable  oi    enviable  duties  of  tin    -  r.     A 

desire  to  escape  the  odious  draft,  coupled  with  the    popularity  of  tl 
men  designed  to  be  the  leaders  of  the  regiment,  were  paramount  to 
mercenary  motives,  and  contributed  inure   than  aught  else   to  fill  its 
ranks.

The  prelimin  i.ry  ar- 
rangements being  completed,  th<  i  2  mi  nl  formed  into  line  on  South 
Third  Street  at  eiirlil  '•'  :k  A.  M.;  and,  having  once  move  paraded 
the  principal  th  1  mgh fares,  crossed  the  Delaware  at  half-past  ten 
o'clock,  followed  by  an   imrn  cort         citizens.     The  process  of 

embarkation  was  naturally  slow,  occupying  the  greater  part  of  two 
hours.  The  twe  ity-four  cars,  furnishe  1  for  the  transportation  of  the. 
regiment,  being  at  last  tilled,  the  road  clear  and  all  else  in  readiness, 
the  u  all  on  board''  of  the  conductor,  the  ringing  of  the  engine-bell 
and  blowing  of  the  steam-whistle,  soon  admonished  us  that  the  time 
of  departure  had  arrived.  A  minute  or  two  more  and  991  hiu  m 
beings,  in  the  very  prin  •  I  youth  arid  manhood  were  moving  along 
to  meet  an  unknown  fate.  As  the  train  was  slowly  gliding  onward  the 
enthusiasm  of  the  asseml  led  multitude  grew  in  inten:  ity.  Cheer  fol- 
lowed cheer,  vvhi  e  the  waving  of  handk  rehiofs  in  the -hands  of  thou- 
sands of  the  gentler  sex  bade  God-sj  ed  (  >  the  departing  volunteers. 
The  train  conveying  the  regiment  bein*  an  extra  one,  and  frequently 
obliged  to  turn  off.  i  1  -  ier  to  eive  the  regular  trains  a  chane*  to  pass. 
our  progress  was  greatly  impeded.  Nearly  ten  hours  were  consumed 
in  the  transit  from  LMi  li]  dmrg,  X.  J.,  to  Harrisburg,  our  point ;  of  des- 
tination, where  v.e  arri  I  at  1  ■  el  k  P.  31.  of  the  same  day. 
evening  being  I  so  tarn  Ivanced  to  proceed  to  camp,  the  only  alternative 
left  us  was  to  sj  md  :!:  nigh!  in  the  ears,  which,  though  far  from 
offering  the  best  of  [iiart  ts,  were  preferable  to  lodgings  on  the  pave- 
ment.

FINAL  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  REGIMENT. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  upon  the  arrival  of  the  regiment  at 
EJarrisburg  it  numbered  thirteen  distinct  company  organizations,  but 
oue  or  two  of  which,  however,  mustered  the  standard  number  of  men. 
Now,  as  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  War  Department,  a  regi- 
ment can  only  consist  of  ten  companies,  numbering  a!  least  81  men 
;  tch.  it  became  necessary,  in  order  to  have  the  regiment  mustered  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  to  consolidate  the  thirteen  compani  is 
into  ten.     To  accomplish  this  was  neither  an  easy  nor  a  very  pleasant 

:  ;  still  ir  was  accomplished  without  any  serious  consequences  to  the 
regiment,  as  the  majority,  for  the  sake  of  harmony,  readily  acquiesced 
in  the  m       un  <  taken.

Before  narrating  the  particulars  of  the  trip  to,  and  subsequent  ar- 
rival at,  Washington,  however,  we  shall  once  more  briefly  revert  to  our 
twenty-two  days  soj<  urn  at  Camp  Curtin. 

Any  ouc  acquainted  with  tl  routine  of  camp  life  knows  that  it  is 
a  monotonous  one — indeed  much  more  so  in  camps  of  rendezvous  than 
in  those  nearer  the  scene  of  acl  ive  operations.  rJ  b  .  latter  arc  places  of 
constant  bustle  and  excitement,  while  I  he  former  present  no  exciting  fea- 
tures whatever.  In  the  former,  time  resolves  it-self  into  so  mam  wear} 
particles  that  resort  must  be  h;\  \  to  toe  process  of  "killing  time"  in 
order  to  escape  ennui)  while  in  the  latter,  the  constant  flow  of  excite- 
ment causes  time  to  pass,  not  only  pleasantly  but  almost  imperceptibly. 
This  being  tl  case,  need  we  wonder  that  our  4;  boys,"  during  their 
Flay  at  Harrisburg  should  try  their  hands  at  the  -killing  process?" 
How.  with  but  a  few  hours  of  drill  per  day,  and  but  lew  dutii  s  to 
perforin,  could  they  be  expected  to  pass  their  tirm  .  except  at  play? 
And  how  various  and  many  were  the  ways  in  which  the  "killing  pro- 
cess" was  attempted.  Ther<  won  ai  irty  ii  plaj  with  bat  and  ball; 
yonder  a  group  of  gymnasts;  ivhile,  seated  within  their  tents,  were 
parties  .. ~iO,  despising  noisy  or  vio  cnt  pastimes,  quietly  practiced  with 
the  ace  of  spades  and  consorts.  There  were  the  nightly  bands  o" 
naders;  and  who  of  us  has  no?  witm-ssodand  laughed  at  the  ridiculous 
farce  of  the  elephant  and  orang-outang?  Yes.  those  were  merry  time:  . 
and  a  blithesome  crowd  wore  we:  and  not  only  we.  who  participated 
in  the  grosser  enjoyments,  but  also  those  of  our  comrades  who  sought 
different  ones.  Mow  gloriously  happy  they  apparently  felt,  and  how 
well  thev  used  to  enjojj   thems<  Ivi  -  when  met  for  evening  prayer! 

On  the  whole,  the  time  of  >  ar  sojourn  at  flarrisburg  passed  without 
any  incidents  worthy  of  speei;  I  notice.  i;  ity.  as  already  state  I,  we 
had  very  little  to  perform;  and,  a-  bnrdb,  mo  •  than  two  or  three 
hours  per  day  were  devoted  to  i  i  illing.  there  remained  ample  time  for

It  ?vas  in  the  dead  hour  of  night,  on   the  LOth  oi 
October,  win  n  all  were  fast  a  ■''  :ep,  I  bat  the  firsl  ti  lings  of  this  second 
edition  of  rebel  audacity  readied  us.     The  pro  ition  of  the  start- 

ling intelligence  was  speedil}  followed  b)  m  rching  orders,  to  carry 
out  which  the  necessary  dispi  ition  were  at  om  i  taken.  Three  lays 
rations  of  hard-tack,  sugar  and  coftee.  w<  diately  issued  to  the 

men.  while  the  cooks  were  busily  attending  to  their  culinary  operations. 
Camp  Curtin  had  sua  lenly  changed  its  aspect.      Its  wonted  quiet  was 


turned  into  a  scene  ol  bustle  and  excitement  rarely  witnessed.  The 
troops,  exultant  al  the  prospect  of  a  speedy  deli1  e  from  confine- 

ment, were  cheering  lustily,  and,  in  spite  of  the  drenching  rain,  the 
best  of  spirits  pn  vaile  I. 

At  8  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  11th,  final  marching  orders 
were  at  last  received,  when  five  companies  of  the  regiment  left  camp, 
and,  having  boon  supplied  with  anus,  accoutrements,  and  ammunition 
at  the  Arsenal,  proceeded  to  the  cars,  destined  to  convey  them  to  the 
"seat  of  war"  Of  the . remaining  five  companies,  some  were  still 
unequipped,  while  several  hadn't  own  1  ei  n  mustered  into  the  service 
of  the  United  States.  These  particulars,  however,  having  been 
attended  to  during  the  day,  and  they,  coo,  having  '  dshedwith 

the  necessary  paraphernalia  of  war,  were  ready  to  join  the  companies 
that  had  preceded  them  But  as  it  was  known  that  the  Cumberland 
Valley  llailroad  Company  would  be  tu  le  to  furnish  the  requisi  - 
m  ms  of  transportation  that  night  they  were  again  returned  to 
camp,  there  to  remain  until  further  orders.  The  latter  were  received 
by  Colonel  G-lanz  at  noon  on  Sun  da  iber    12th,  and,  all  things 

being  in  readiness,  the  column  was  soon  in  motion.  It  was  aow  three 
o'clock.  The  majority  of  the  regiment  were  already  snugly  seated  in 
the  cars,  when  our  departure  was  un  ..  >ect  ' !  ■•  couu  ermanded !

M.  all  handy  were  ordered  to  l<  fall  in 
for  breakfast,"  [\<v  which  we  were  again  indebted  to  the  liberality  of 
the  Baltimore  Union  Relief  Association-  This  finished,  the  men 
<t  were  permitted  to  perambulate  the  city,  with -orders  to  report  at  the 
place  of  rendezvous  at  11  o'clock  A.M.  That  every  one  improved 
the  liberty  granted  to  him,  is  superfluous  for  us  here  to  state,  as  sight- 
seeing h  one  of  the  characteristics  of  tire  American  people.  The 
principal  streets,  the  wharves,  fort  :;  Federal  Hill,"  and  many  other 
places  bore  ample  evidence  that  our  "brcthren-in-arms"  made  good 
usi  of  the  privilege  accorded  to  them.  The  order  to  report  at  II 
o'clock  A.  M.  was  very  generally  observed  ;  in  fact,  better  than  might 
have  reasonably  been  expected  from  raw  recruits. 

At  noon  we  were  once  more  compelled  to  appeal  to  the  generosity 
of  the  Relief  Association.  Transportation  having  meantime  been 
provided,  we  left  !  althnore,  en  route  tor  Washington  City,  at  three 
o'clock,  P.  M.j  arriving  at  the  latter  place  at  8  o'clock.  P.  M. 

Our  sojourn  at  Washington  City  was  not  destined  to  be  of  long 
duration,  for  already  ou  the  morrow  we  were  ordered  to  report  at 
"Camp  Seward,"  whence,  having  stayed  three  days,  ike  regiment 
recrossed  the  Potomac  i  Oct.  23d)  to  go  into  camp  near  fort  "Barker," 
D.  C.  On  the  25th  we  removed  to  camp  near  fort  " Meigs,"  and 
while  there,  on  the  80th  of  October,  the  order  assigning  the  regiment 
to  duty  in  the  11th  Cor]  -  .vas  received.

FROM  FORT  MEIGS  TO  GAINESVILLE. 

It  was,  as  already  tied.  <  rly  on  the  u  ning  of  the  fourth  of 
November,  that  we  entered  upon  our  march  to  Gainesville,  each  man 


carrying,  in  addition  to  the  outtit  furnished  him  at  Uarrisburg,  a 
shelter-tent,  (or  dog- kennel,  as  the}  were  familiarly  styled.)  and  three 
day-.'  rations. 

Xh  march  to  Washington  was  soon  accomplished,  whence,  after 
delay,  we  proc  cl  d  per  steamer  ;Hero"  to  Alexandria,  where 
Ve  arrived  at  four  o'clock  P.  M.  The  regiment  remained  until  the 
following  morning,  when,  placed  on  board  of  two  gravel  trains,  we 
were  expedited,  per  rail,  to  Manassas  Junction,  whence  we  were 
safely  landed  at  one  o'clock,  P.  JI.  [laving  rested  an  hour  or  more, 
and   eased  our  haversacks  of  a  portion  of  their   conten  reatly 

refreshed,   resumed   our    Hue   of  march,    leaving    i     ieers'     baggagi 
ammunition  and  commissary  stores,  in   charge  of  a  .  dei  tiled  for 

that  purpose.  The  march  was  continued  until  the  weariness  of  the 
men,  and  the  fast  increasing  darkness  induced  the  commanding  officer 
to  bring  the  column  to  a  halt.  A  small  clearing,  of  ,  ■  veral  acres, 
almost  entirely  surround  b)  dense  woods,  where  we  might  safely 
betake  ourselves  to  rest,  without  fear  of  a  surprise  by  the  enemy's 
cavalry,  was  then  selected  as  a  suitabl  cs  i  ping  place  for  the  night, 
and  tak<  a  possession  of.  And  need  we  tell  you,  that,  weary  and  foot- 
sore as  we  were,  we  enjoyed  a  sweet  night's  rest  ? 

Early  on  the  morning  of  the  sixth  of  November,  long  before  rhe 
first  streaks  of  daylight  had  yet  tinged  die  eastern  horizon,  we  were 
again  on  the  inarch.  The  pestilential  stench  infesti  _  the  atmos- 
phere, and  the  numerous  carcasses  of  horses  strewn  along  the  road,

and  six  guns.  Brigadier,  aft-crwards  Major-General  Julius  Stahel,  was 
then  in  command  of  the  Division,  while  the  idolized  Major-Gen.  Franz 
Sigel  commanded  the  Corps.  A  camp-ground  having  been  assigned 
to  us.  and  the  appearance  of  the  sky  indicating  the  near  approach  of 
rain,  our  first  care  was  to  erect  our  frail  dwellings.  This  accom- 
plished, the  next  problem  with  many  was:  how  to  satisfy  the  cravings 
of  their  stomachs.  True,  all  had  been  supplied  with  three  days' 
rations  before  leaving  camp  near  b'ori  Meigs,  and  though  we  had

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BOUND  TO  AIDIE.  LOUDON  COUNTY. 

Colonel  von  Tulsa,  having  addressed  the  regiment  in  an  appropriate 
'•'innor.  we  entered  upon  our  line  of  march". — the  older  regiments 
more  mured  to  marching,  taking  the  lead,  while  ours  brought  up  the 
rear. 

A  few  hours  marching  brought  us  to  the  village  of  Haymarket, 
(-aid  to  have  been  destroyed  by  order  of  Gen.  Steinwehr,)  the  black- 
ened ruins  of  which  forcibly  impressed  us  with  the  horrors  and  cruel- 
ties of  war.  Proceeding  from  tliei.ee  in  a  northwesterly  direct  in. 
along  the  bases  of  the  Bull  Kun  Mountaii  -.  we,  greatly  fatigued 
arrived  at  Aldie  a  little  before  sunset.  The  day's  march  was  rich  in 
incidents^  novel  to  most  of  us.  It  was  for  the  first  time  that  we 
marched  in  company  with  larger  numbers,  and  for  the  first  time  did 
we  witness  the  various  ways  resorte  !  to  and  means  employed  b 
soldiery  to  supply  themselves  with  such  commodities  as  are  aot  con- 
tained in  the  catalogue  of  the  commissary  department.  Ho^  many 
luckless  fowls  strayed  into  the  haversacks,  or  lost  themselves  in  the 
;  [>  iciours  knapsacks  of  the  more  fortunate  soldiers  !  And  how  many 
young  porkers,  having  once  strayed  into  our  ■•  lines/'  were  seized  and 
condemned  as  contraband  of  war! 

;:i>L  enough  of  this,  for  were  we  to  attemj  ;  a  ]  articular  account  of 
all  the  violations  of  the  rights  of  meum  and  teum  perpetrated  on  that 
day.  the  size  of  this  little  volui  ic  would  scarcely  be  large  enough  to  con- 
tain them.

STAFFORD  COURT   HOUSE. 

It  was  with  a  feeling  of  sadness  that,  early  on  the  morning  of  the 
day  in  question,  we  parted  from  our  comfortable  quarters  to  enter  upon 
out;  of  the  most  tedious  and  difficult  marches  in  the  annals,  of  the  war. 
A  lew  hours  marching  brought  us  to  Fairfax  Con  ■  House,  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  which  we  encamped  until  the  moniii  •  f  the  1 1  th.  No  sooner 
had  it  become  known  that  we  were  to  rein  .  over  night  than  all 
endeavored  to  make  themselves  as  comfortable  as  possible.  To  remove 
the  snow,  dry  the  ground,  (which  latter  was  accomplished  by  means 
of  large  fires.)  gathet  pine  and  cedar  boughs  or  bedding,  and  erect; 
tlie  tents,  was  the  work  of  au  hour  or  two,  after  which  matters  went 
their  wonted  course.  At  eventide  each  man  received  :.  sm  II  portion 
of  whisky;  rations  were  also  issued  to  us,  to  enable  u? 
endure  the  hardships  of  the  morrow,  when,  night  having  so!  in.  all 
hands  betook  themselves  to  rest.  Everything  was  ye!  shrouded  in 
darkness  when,  on  the  morning  of  the  1 1th,  the  familiar  soun  Is  of 
reveille  fell  upon  our  ears,  and  reminded  us  of  the  order  .  '  ■  n  tho 
previous  evening  "to  be  up  at  four  o'clock."  Of  the  scene  that  now 
ensued  only  he  can  form  an  adequate  idea  who  has  actually  witnessed 
similar  ones.  In  a  few  minutes  all  was  life  anil  motion.  Inni 
fires  sprang  up  as  if  by  magic,  while  hui:.hv  is  were  hurrying  to  and 
fro  in  search  of  water  to  enable  them  to  prepare  their  tru  ■'  meal. 
This  over,  the  striking  of  the  .ants  and  packing  of  knapsacks  was  all 
that  remained  to  be  dune  preparatory  to  entering  upon  our  jour 
and  in .  a  few  minutes  more  this  too  was  accomplished.  We  were 
now  ready  to  '■•  fall  in"  al  ■  moment's  notice;  owing  to  the  1  I  condi- 
tion of  rue  roads  however,  our  departure  was  necessarily  delayed,  until 
nearly  ^even  o'clocl  ,  when,  having  pn  vh  ush  conveyed  ;1.^  iek  (of 
whom  we  had  a  large  mind  or  i  f<>  the  Fairfax  hospital,  \  left.  I  -  ir 
means  of  transportation  being  greatly  reduced,  we  were  ah  ol  iged  to 
lent  e  a  large  quuntil  y  ol  o  tuance  and  commissary  stores  in  ch  rge  of 
a  guard.  At  the  command  to  "fall  in,"  every  one  was  at  3  is  |  >st.  and 
a  tew  minutes  later  we  entered  up  m  our  second  day's  m;  rch.  And 
such  a  march!     Clay  of   coo  consistency  of  that  pr      ;  I  >r  u  i  aid- 

ing 1  ricks  will 'convey  toe  best  idea  of  the  substance  we  had  to  wade 
through  as  we  progressed  on  our  way  from  Fairfax  to  Stafford  Court 
House.  In  many  places  this  substance,  commonly  called  mud. 
knee-deep,  and  greatly  impeded  our  progress.  Dry  spots  were  011I3 
to  be  found  on  hill  tops,  and  were  as  rare  as  oases  are  in  the  desert. 
Have.:-  red  a  circumstantial  account  of  om  day's  march,  we  hopi 
our  '•■  tder?  \s  ill  excuse  us  if  we  omit  to  give  the  particulars  of  those 
that  followed.  To  do  otherwise  would  only  he  to  repeat  whal  has  al- 
ready been  stated,  and  would  prove  both  tiresome  and  uninteresting. 

Fairfax  Court  [louse,  as  already  stated,  on 
Thursday,  December  Llth,  18G2,  crossed  the  Occoquau  at  Wolf  Kim

of  Saturday,  loth.     Having  been   detailed   to  escort  the  ammunition 
supply  train,  we  remained  In  re  ov<  r  Sundaj',  and  for  once  in  the  his- 
tory of  our  earthly  pilgrimage  on  the  i;sacrcd  soil"  wore  permitl 
rest  on  the  Sabbath,  in  which  \\  ■  than  the  mem- 

bers of  the  others  reginieni  -  i  f  the  brigade,  who  i  ere  oblh  cd  to  leave 
the  morning  after  their  arrival.  The  ammunition  train  having  mean- 
while arrived  we  resumed  our  line  of  march  al  eighl  o'clock  L  M.  on 
Monday.  December  15th.  two  c  unpanies,  (A  and  \: .  under  com 
of  Captain  Owen  Rice,  detailed  to  act  as  pioneers,  having  preceded  us 
at  an  early  hour.  Had  the  roads  been  in  a  condition  to  permit  of  but 
comparatively  free  locomotion,  l+m  end  of  our  journey,  Stafford  Court 
House,  might  easily  have  been  reached  that  day.  As  it  was,  however, 
notwithstanding  the  almost  sii]    rhunian  efforts  tl 

it,  the  attempt  proved  abortive.     Owing  to  the  complete  prostration  of 
the  men  we  were  compelled    to   camp   in  a  cl    irin      mid1     >  between 
Cannon  Head  and  Stafford  Court  House.     As  it  was  late  when  we  ar- 
rived, the  men  greatly  fatigued,  and  the   atmosphere  very  sultry,  bi  i 
few  tents  wei  •  <  itched  that  evening,  a  neglect  which  many  of  us  had 
occasion   sorely  to   regret   before    morning,  as   the  sequel    v. ill    si     ..

already  on  our  way  to  join  the  other  divisions  of  the  c  rps.  Having 
joined  them  in  the  vicinity  of  General  Hooker's  headquarters,  we  were 
ordered  to  occupy  a  portion  of  a  line  of  rifle-pits  facing  north-east  and 
covering  the  United  States  Ford. 

Colonel  Glanz  having  been  captured,  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  Dachrodt 
wounded,  Major  Frueauff  now  assumed  the  command  of  the  regiment. 
The  position  pointed  out  to  us  being  occupied,  a  large  party  of  skirmish- 
ers was  at  once  thrown  forward.  At  about  ten  o'clock  A.  31.  the  ball 
opened  on  our  right.  The  tiring,  however,  soon  became  general,  half 
an  hour  having  scarcely  passed  since  the  firing  of  the  first  gun,  than 
our  whole  line  was  engaged.  Shells  and  bullets  were  flying  around  us 
in  a  profusion  and  pr  ximity  any  thin  :  bul  ;  I  •..-;  nl  and  j  rainst  which 
our  breast-works  ottered  bur  a  very  inadequte  protection.  Colonel  Von

prove them.  Thofiring  continued  with  unabated  fury,  until  night-put 
a  stop  to  the  slaughter.  Our  casualties  during  the  day  were  but  rriiling. 
The  shells  of  the  enemy  did  us  very  little  harm.  J  lis  sharpshooters 
annoyed  us  much  more  than  his  noisy  c  inn  mading.  That  the  divisions 
occupying  positions  on  our  right  were  lesa  fortunate  than  we  was  clearly 
proven  by  the  long  trains  of  wounded  that  were  continually  passing  in 
our  rear.
